Desperate attempts are being made 
by certain advocates of Mr. Goobel to 
obtain tho votes of negrors, and, as 
an excuse for such negroes to 
give to their friends and associates, 
the plea has been urged upon them 
that be was a member of the senate 
when the separate coach law waa 
pass-ed. and did not vote for It— and it 
was added that at heart he was against 
this legislation, and If elected gover- 
nor would be In a position to let his 
views be known and would do so. To 
him was propounded the direct ques- 
tion, and in his speech at Cloverport. 
Breckinridge county, he stated the 
questions and gave answer.

"Early In his speech he read a com- 
munication, which he said was handed 
him during his ?pcech at Henderson. 
He had no time to notice it there, be- 
ing crowded for time to catch the train 
for Cloverport, but would now do so. 
Two questions were asked him: "First, 
are you in favororagainst the separate 
coach law?' His answer to that waa: 
'I am for it.' 'Second, if you were a 
member of te legislature, would you 
vote to repeal the separate coach law?' 
His answer to that was: 'No.' 

"After answering both questions he 
said he would, however, favor an 
amendment to the law, if the present 
statute does not specifically demand It, 
requiring tho railroads to give the col- 
ored people, equal accommodations 
with the white people. He said that it 
was an injustice to the colored race 
to box them up In one end of a smok- 
ing car, requiring respectable colored 
women to share such quarters with 
rough men, who smoked and often 
drank in the cramped compartment.

"Section 2. That the railroad com- 
panies, person or persons, shall make 
no difference or discrimination in the 
quality, convenience or accommoda- 
tions in the cars or coaches or parti- 
tions for white and colored passen- 
gers. (Section 796.) 

"Section 3. That any railroad com- 
pany or companies that shall fail, re- 
fuse or neglect to comply with the pro- 
visions of sections 1 and 2 of this act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon indictment and con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined not les3 
than $500, nor more than $1,600 for 
each offense. (Section 797.) 

"Section 4. That all circuit courts in 
which railroads are operated in this 
state shall have complete Jurisdiction 
over such offense. (Section 797.)"—
